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EARLY HISTORY OF BROWNSBURG AND LINCOLN TWP. 


About fourteen miles north-west of Indianapolis towards Crawfords- 
ville on State Road No. 34, is seen a sign on the right side of the road 


| which reads: Brownsburg—City Limits—Population 1042. 


Native sons and daughters, when away from home usually speak in 
such glowing terms of praise of Brownsburg that their listeners some- 
times say, “How big a place is your city?’ Then these sons and daughters 
are brought to their senses and say, “Well, Brownsburg is a town of 


over one-thousand inhabitants.” 


Legally, Brownsburg is not a city, only a town. There was a time 
when it was only a village. Nay, hardly a village for in the year 1824 
there were but two or three scattered families. These families were so 
far apart that they could hardly be called neighbors. However, neighbors 


did not measure distances in those days. 


_. The region was nothing but dense and unbroken wilderness, crossed 
here and there by the trails of hunters and trappers who were mostly 
Indians. Here and there with wide distances between might be seen a 
lonely cabin with a garden patch tended by a hardy pioneer, truly an 
individualist. These pioneers without money, prestige or influential 
friends, had drifted along, one by one, from one state to another until 
in Indiana they had found an inviting spot to build a home and rear a 
family. None of us will ever know how deep were the waters crossed 
or how high and cold the snows waded through, how many the bridgeless 
rivers or bottomless sloughs waded or lonely miles covered to make for 


us so rich an inheritance. 
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DOIN VON DN 


The first settlers chose sites for their claims on the high ground near 


the streams running across the county. In Lincoln Township were found 


Indians living on White Lick Creek which they called—“‘Wa-pe-ke-way” | 
—or White Salt. This creek runs through the western part of the town- | 
ship. The only other stream running through the almost level ground | 


of the township is the very small branch known as School Branch which | 


crosses the northeast corner of Lincoln Township. 


In 1824, James B. Brown left Kentucky, crossed the Ohio River and > 
moved north to become the first settler in the township which later was | 


named Brown Township after this same James B. Brown. 


By an enactment of the county commissioners in 1863, Brown Town- 
ship was divided into two townships. The northern section retaining 


the name of Brown; the southern section taking the name of Lincoln | 


after President Lincoln. 


Around the time that Indianapolis was located as the capital of Indiana 
(approximately 1820) a road was built which connected Brownsburg and 
small outlaying communities with it. This road was hardly more than a 
trail, with the trees so close one would hardly dare to pass another coach 
on the way. A stagecoach line was established which ran through 


Brownsburg to Indianapolis. This line operated only once a week. 


Few settlers were located in Brown Township before 1830. The first | 


white settler was David Sparks who came to this region in 1827. 
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The following men: Wm. Harris, G. W. Tyler; Danielvand. Dhos. 
Newham, Daniel Brown, Wm. Merritt, Robison Turpin, Thos. Nash, 
Harvey and T. H. Barlow, settled in Lincoln Township, outside the 


-|limits of Brownsburg previous to 1830. Soon after, they were followed

by Asa McDaniel and sons, Joel Smith and sons, and Peter Medsker 
who settled in the vicinity of Brownsburg. 


The above mentioned Wm. Harris having settled in the district 


which is now known to have been north of Main Street and lying on 


both sides of Green Street, divided his plot into sections. These sections

were sold to the pioneers coming into this woods. This village which 


sprang up was named Harrisburg in 1835. 


On March 17, 1836, a post office was established under the name of 
Harrisburg. However, since a post office had previously been established 
in Fayette County under this same name, the name of Harrisburg was 
changed to Brownsburg on April 25, 1836. This name was appropriately 


chosen to honor James B. Brown. 


On June 24, 1848, Brownsburg went from a village to a town which 
was incorporated. This corporation lived but a few years, then died, 
only to be revived in 18/70 and retained through the present time.

The first teacher who taught in what is thought to have been the 
first school in Lincoln Township was Archibald Thorne, who held school 
in the church built by the Regular Baptists at the cross-roads south of 
the Thos. Newham’s Corner. However, the first organized school district 
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in the township was organized in 1832, with classes being held in a log 
school house built one-half mile west of Brownsburg, known as the 


Holloway School. 


The first church built in the township was built by the Regular 
Baptists at Newham’s Corner and later moved to the present site on 
the Marion and Hendricks County line at Wall Street Pike.

CALVARY METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


In the year 1828 the first Brownsburg Methodist Episcopal Church 
was organized with the Rev. Jos. Tarkington as pastor. Church was 


held in the little red school house near what is now the water tower. 


On Sept. 30, 1928 the membership of the church voted unanimously to 
moopt the ame. CALVARY METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
The little red school house became too small for the growing church, 
and it became necessary to build a larger meeting place. In 1837, Wm. 
Harris deeded the church premises to the trustees of the Brownsburg 
Meeting House. The loyal pioneers of the Methodist Church then built 
a brick church at this same location, similar to the one room church 
which was replaced by the present beautiful building. 


On March 2, 1872, a lot was purchased and a larger church was built 
in a more strategic position. This placed the Methodist Church on the 


Main Street where it has remained. 


In 1923 the building which is passed daily by tourists from many 
cities and states, was erected. Many days of toil and labor went into 
}this construction. It is interesting to note that some of the present 
generation of members, who were then children, cleaned bricks salvaged 
from the previous building, in order that they might be used in the new 
building. 
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The CALVARY METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH celebrated 
its one hundredth birthday in 1928. If you were to visit the LITTLE. 
BROWN CHURCH in Chicago, Illinois, you would find a plaque 
hanging on the wall commemorating the church of Brownsburg and its 


one hundred years of religious service. 


“One of the. most celebrated days o the chucele came hice in 1944 | 
they were able to burn the mortgage. An all day celebration was held 
with William Johnson, a member, who had contracted the building of | 
the church, lighting the match which set fire to the mortgage. The. 
Brownsburg ‘and Pittsboro Methodist Church are now combined in a |

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THE BROWNSBURG CHRISTIAN CHURCH 


The Brownsburg Christian Church was organized in 1835, by Thomas 
Lockhart, with seventeen members. Reverend Lockhart urged the con- 


Ppregation to build a church and about the year 1840 a log church was 


Lonstructed on a lot just west of where the present Library now stands. 


[t is the oldest church in Brownsburg and the second to be organized in 


Lincoln Township. 


In the year 1859 the members of the church constructed a brick 
church on North Green St. As the years went by the congregation, 
erowing in number, began to feel the need of a bigger building and 
under the leadership of L. C. Anderson the long-felt want of this new 
building began to take shape. In August 1923, the corner stone of the 
present church building was laid. Since the Centennial Celebration of 
the church in 1937, several new improvements have taken place. Among 
| hese are the new electric Wurlitzer organ which was purchased July 2, 
1947, and a little later the Maas bells were installed. 


The church has grown from a membership of twenty-three, con- 


sisting of the charter members, until today under the ministry of Rev. 


Lester Yearick, it has a membership of 534 resident members and 197 


non-resident members.

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WHITE LICK PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 


One of the pioneer landmarks of Lincoln Township is the White Lick 
Presbyterian Church located on the banks of White Lick Creek, a few 
miles southwest of Brownsburg. It is quite appropriate that while 
Brownsburg is celebrating its One Hundredth Anniversary that the 
hite Lick Presbyterian Church and Community should join in this 
memorial. The White Lick Church was formally organized and chartered 
in 1851 but the founding was several years before when neighbors, too 
poor to organize and finance a church, met regularly at different homes 
ind had preaching by one of their members. The twelve charter members 
rf the first organization were the faithful few who had been meeting 


regularly for some years. 


A log structure was built at the present site and later replaced by a 
| ame building. The present brick building, a beautiful structure, set 
Ina natural grove of forest trees and quite appropriately called, “The 
Little Church of the Wildwood,” was constructed in 1881. The early 
\rganization of the church, however, is not of so much importance as 
s the influence it has exerted upon the community during its one 
hundred years or more of existence. It has built a religious and moral 
‘Influence for the community that has stamped itself upon the character 
of the men and women who live there and for many who have gone out 
ito other fields. 

| Much of the early success of the church belongs to the Rev. Henry 
_.. Dickerson, who became the pastor of White Lick and Danville 
Churches in 1857 and served the church at different times for more than 
orty years. During all of these years the church has never been closed 


_pbr abandoned, and at some time during the year, services and Sunday

School have been held. At the present time the church is grouped wit 
Danville and Groveland in charge of the Rev. Ira H. Stock. 


Another influence that has contributed to the success and perpetuatio 
of the church has been the Ladies’ Aid Society which was organized back 
in the early eighties and has been a constant support, both morally an 
financially. It has made the church a live organization and with th 
present management it still is one of the strong influences of the church 
The membership is not large, but active and aggressive. Visitors ar 
always welcome and received warmly. What could be more appropriat 
than a visit to one of the services of the LITTLE CHURCH IN TH 
WILDWOOD? Sunday School at 9:30 each Sunday and preaching thd 
second and fourth Sundays at 7:30 P. M. q

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BETHESDA MISSIONARY BAPTIST CHURCH 


In February of 1851 a group of Christian pioneers met at the old 
Watson School House located just south of the Watson Cemetery, later 
known as the Arbuckle Cemetery, for the purpose of organizing a Mis-_ 
sionary Baptist Church. This Church was to be affiliated with the White 
Lick Missionary Baptist Assoc. and the Indiana State Convention. The > 
first church building was a log building on or near the ground of the 
Watson School House—later called Sambo. In the year 1857, ground 
was obtained from what is now known as the James Tarpey farm. A 
frame building was erected that year and was used until 1884, when a | 
new brick building was dedicated by J. N. Clark. This building was used 
until March of 1929. On March 13, 1929, the brick building collapsed 
while being remodeled. This was due to a severe rain following excava- 


tion for a basement. 


Through the leadership of Rev. Arthur Harmon, and the help of many 
friends, old residents and faithful members, the present church was 


ready for dedication on Sunday, October 13, 1929.

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SAINT MALACHY’S CHURCH 

In 1869, a modest chapel was dedicated under the invocation of 
St. Malachy. 

Six men, Timothy Casserly, Thomas Corliss, Martin Dugan, Thomas 
‘Maloney, Timothy Quinn, and Thomas Ward, signed a note to under- 
take the erection of the church building. 

Rev. D. J. McMullen of St. John’s, Indianapolis, began the baptismal 
record, and started a building fund. The first priest in charge of the 
congregation after Fr. McMullen was the Rev. J. L. Brassart, 1869-70. 
'Then came the Rev. D. O’Donovan from 1870-74. During this period, 


ithe first parochial residence was built.

The first church which was a frame building thirty by forty feet, was. 
enlarged in 1874-77, by Father T. K. Logan. | 


The present beautiful church was built at the cost of $13,383.55, during 
the pastorate of Father Lyons. 


The first mass was read on New Year‘s Day, 1904, but the dedication: 
took place on June 26th after the completion of the interior decorations. 
The church is built in the Celtic Gothic style, of selected red brick and 
stone with a sub-foundation of red faced brick. | 
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DOCTORS 


The Medical Society of Hendricks County was organized on the 29th 
of April in 1854, and continued from year to year, but discontinued 
during the Civil War until the year of 1860. 


This was signed and recorded by Physicians of Brownsburg in 1877 
Powo)ows. joel J. Barker; J. A. Eastman; F.C. Ferouson,-Thos. A: 
Graham, and B. Menenhall. 


The first physician in Brownsburg was Dr. Seller. No data is available 
as to his practice here. 


In the years 1850 and 1860, Drs. Barker and Eastman were associated 
in one office. When Dr. Barker was elected to a County office in 1885, 
and Dr. Eastman returned to Indianapolis, they dissolved and Dr. East- 
man established a hospital there. 


Albert W. Davidson, M.D., was born in Kent, Indiana, on Dec. 15, 
| 1842, and practiced medicine in Brownsburg for forty years. He died 
on January 10, 1927. 


Dr. A. V. Bland, born Oct. 8, 1838, studied in a medical college in 
Chicago, Illinois and located in Brownsburg until his death March 27,

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Dr. Thos. Graham, born in 1824, attended Medical College in Indian- 
apolis, served in Brownsburg a while and died in 1892. | 


Dr. J. L. Marsh, who was born in Hancock County in 1851, attended ~ 
Medical College at Louisville, Kentucky, then located in Brownsburg. 


I’m sure a great many remember having called Dr. Marsh when in need 
of a doctor. | 


Now we come to a doctor who was close -to a great many hearts. 
Someone who reminded so many little children of Santa Claus. Not 
unlike Santa Claus, he seemed to work miracles also. Yes, our beloved 
Dr. T. G. Smith. Dr. Smith attended Central College at Indianapolis, 
and after graduating located in Brownsburg in 1897 and practiced until 
his death in 1935. Associated with Dr. Smith for a time was Dr. E. L. 
Lingeman, who was called to service after about three years. This same 


Dr. Lingeman is now located in Indianapolis.

Another doctor who practiced in our town in the intervening years 


was Dr. McClure, who died during the nineteen thirties. 


We now come to our present day doctors. To you who are strangers 
to our community, though our doctors are quite rushed, we feel our 


community is in competent hands. 


First we will acquaint you with our dentist, Dr. P. T. McClarnon. 
Dr. McClarnon first came to practice in our fair town in 1923, with his 
office upstairs in the Hunter Building. In 1937 he built a beautiful 
modern office at the present site on West Main Street. “Doc” has driven 


away many pains from aching jaws. 


Dr. L. E. Foltz, one of our M.D.’s, was graduated from Indiana 
University Medical College and located in Brownsburg in 1931. He is 


now in very active practice within our community. 


Last, but not least, comes our Dr. A. N. Scudder, who came to 
Brownsburg in 1933, after having graduated from Indiana University 
Medical College. Dr. Scudder, who has two sons of his own, also claims 


a great number of tots to be in his fold. 


In conclusion, may we say that the medical profession in Brownsburg 
had its beginning before the organization of the county, for of all the 
professions in which many are engaged, that of medicine is the first 
demanded.

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HISTORY OF BROWN TOWNSHIP 


Within one century a dense and unbroken wilderness has been trans- 
formed into a cultivated region of thrift and prosperity, by the untiring 
izeal and energy of an enterprising people. The trails of hunters and 
itrappers have given place to railroads and thoroughfares for vehicles of 
levery description. The cabins and garden patches of the pioneers have 
been succeeded by comfortable, modern houses and broad fields of waving 
Berain with a school and churches for the communities. 


Homes were made of logs, patches were cleared for planting and swamp 
ilands were marked by blazing trails on the forest trees, that told of man’s 
possessions and acres of land acquired from the United States Govern- 
ment for the sum of fifty cents per acre to two dollars per acre. Many 
f hundreds of acres of land were deeded to men by the names of Doyal, 
| Sanduskey, Harding, Smith, Turpin, Schenck, Funkhouser and Holla- 
| way. Some of the descendants of these men hold the deeds to this same 
land today. 


By 1830 not more than fifty persons had been adventurous enough 
| to brave the swamps and mosquitoes of Brown, Lincoln, Middle and 
| Union Townships. Due to the natural drainage of Brown Township, 
| with White Lick Creek running through the center and Eagle Creek 
on the east, people began moving into the area. They began clearing 
the land and ditching the clay and alluvial soil found in Brown Township. 
Most of the township is level, but due to the excellent drainage system ~ 
| practically every acre is under cultivation and made to yield to the 
| utmost of its productiveness without impoverishing the soil. The science 
| of Agriculture has not been a neglected Art. The farmers have improved 
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| 
their knowledge and used the best methods of cultivation so their lands |) 
and buildings are in the most up to date fashion. All the conveniences | 
are found in the present farm home. Electric lights, telephones, steam | 


heat, water power, and sewage systems are but a few of these. 


All the roads are in good traveling conditions to meet the time and | 
mode of travel. Telephone lines, electric power lines, gas lines and two | 
state highways (No. 267 and No. 52) have enabled the residents to | 
come into closer communication with their fellows. | 


The first general election in which Brown Township participated was | 
in 1828. Twelve votes were cast and all names were recorded as voted, ' 
on the election poll sheet. It is interesting to note that the present 
Trustee, Harley Pennington, who is serving his second term of office, 
is the grandson of the first Trustee, Edward T. Doyal.

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In the early days during the 1880’s, Brown Township had a General 
Store and Postoffice located near Sixty Cents school house. The store 
was known as the Brayton General Store and sold all items from dry 


goods and groceries to hardware and what you needed. Mr. Eli Bray, 


the owner, also had a huckster route through the neighborhood. He 


‘would meet the mail at Fayette and bring it to his store where parties 
}in the neighborhood would call for it. 


| During the 1880’s and 90’s the residents of the township had the 
services of a resident doctor, a Dr. Everett. He was the father of a 
Slarge family and owned a farm home that he maintained as well as his 


practice. 


The first improved road across the township began near the Watson 
fiiarm on what is now known as No. 267, it continued southward on the 
) West side of the White Lick Creek bank through the township. Of

course fords were at intervals to reach the other neighborhoods. When-| 
ever a muddy place came in the road it was easy to pull gravel out of | 
the creek to make the way passable. As time traveled on and Brownsburg :

Each family name could add a page to the development and history 
of the progress of the township. As people prospered on, and the 
settlements grew, the people realized their children needed an education j 
to meet the times. Seven one room log and frame structures graced the, j 
township. They were evenly distributed so that each community could | 


be served by teachers of their choice. 


The first schools were crudely made of logs with puncheon benches. 


and walls, heated by huge fireplaces and had high writing desks along |; 


dS 


the walls where the pupil had to stand or sit on a high stool. The first }| 


qualification of the teacher was—he must be a good disciplinarian, 


regardless of his education. The log structures were replaced by frame 
and brick buildings that served the people until 1929. Lying before } 
the writer is complete information regarding these early scattered } 
schools. However, the time and space do not permit us to bring this } 
detailed report to you. We do however, want to give you the names 4 


of these schools. First comes the Buncomb School which was named 
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“THE WILEYS”

| for its first teacher who came from Buncomb County, N. C. With the 
erection of a new building to replace this first log school, the name 
was changed to Macedonia. This structure was destroyed by fire. 
The pupils of this area were then transported to the Lawler School 
by horse drawn hacks. This was named after a prominent farmer in 


the neighborhood, who contributed much to the school. 


The Sixty-Cents School was the finest log school in these parts, with 
puncheon floors, seats and puncheon sawed boards around the walls 
to write on. All logs were hand hued. When the frame building was 
built, all the materials and labor were donated except a door latch that 
cost 60c. Therefore, originated the name of Sixty-Cents, which has held 


until this day. 


In the Southwest part a school was built which was called Squankum. 


| The name came from an old Indian blacksmith who had a shop on

the same cross roads. This same shop was later owned by Thos. | 
Dollyhide, who made a sign for his shop and the school out of hand | 


made nails. 


In 1849 a school was built in the Southeastern district and named 


after the first settler, James Brown. This school accommodated a number — 


of persons whose parents had entered from Irish descent. We owe 


much to these settlers, who reclaimed a considerable area of valuable 


lands from a worthless breeding swamp filled with mosquitoes, into a }| 


number of productive fields. 


In a clearing in the green woods and made from the timber felled in 


clearing, a building called Greenwood was built. For some reason the | 
settlement scattered and pupils became so few in number that the | 


school was discontinued.

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Sambo was located in the center of the township and was built on 


| the Watson farm. This was called the Watson School until Civil War 
Days. The school and nearby cemetery were a land mark to guide the 
runaway slaves along the Under Ground Road. When they reached 
this place they were cared for by a strong abolitionist on a nearby farm. 
Thus the negro name Sambo was brought into being. The school was 
used for religious meetings, too. 


All of the above five remaining schools were in constant use until 
1928, when the Trustee and Advisory Board built the first consolidated 
four room school building on Road 267. This building was built of 
brick veneer and trimmed with Indiana limestone, and is almost 
geographically in the center of the township. This building accommo- 
|; dates the first eight grades. The remaining four high school grades 
are transferred and transported to the Brownsburg High School. The 
school is now equipped to serve hot lunches daily; to meet the com- 
munity need for meeting places; as a recreational center, and any 
other activities the township needs. The Brown Township School 


| received a First Commission Rating as scored by Indiana School Laws 


in 1944, 


The Community organizations that take an active part in the en- 
deavors of the school and township affairs are the Parent Teachers 
Association, The Brown Twp. Home Economic Club, the Boys and 
Girls 4-H Clubs and the Brown and Lincoln Farm Bureau. All of 
these organizations work together to promote the civic interests of 


the school, community, and church. 


In viewing the blessings which surround us, we should remember. 


those who have made them possible, and ever fondly cherish the memory 
of the sturdy pioneer and his log cabin. But the cabin and the modern

Smith, father of Dr. T. G. Smith, operated a Saw Mill 
on the left side of the covered bridge west of town. 
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A German named Charles Botmer, ran a beer garden where Marcus 
| Bland now lives. There were two taverns with Norton Green and 
| James McCabe as the operators. Both were located on Main Street. 


There were three blacksmiths—Wm. and Tom Dinwoody and Wm. 


AE Forshee. Buggy and wagon makers were Jacob Welshans and sons. 


Ed. Chandler had the first tile factory and Wm. Hulsizer managed 
/a cooper shop nearby. 


In 1860, Tyra Montgomery built the former Hunter Bank Building, 
and established a general merchandise store, then in later years selling 
to Cope & Hunt. 


In 1872 the first Brownsburg paper was started with Wm. Teesman 


!as the printer and publisher. It was called the “Courier.” 


If it were possible to see the town as it was then and compare it to 
| our present business we could then see how a town rises from practically 
| nothing to become an up and coming community. As far as can be 
estimated, today there are seventy businesses in and around Browns- 
i burg. Not only do we have the necessary things around us, but we 
| have all the advantages of modern living which includes our utilities. 
| Our power and light system comes to us from Danville. We receive 
| our gas supply from the Indiana Gas Distributing Company. The water

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POST OFFICE 


Everything was “as smooth as silk” in the village of Harrisburg 
until the 250 residents decided they should have a post office. Already 
there was one Harrisburg in Indiana so the Post Office Department in 
Washington, even though there was no Postmaster General, made it 
necessary to rename the town before a Post Office could be established. 
There were as many Browns as there were Harrises and the residents 
selected the name Brownsburg, and the Post Office was established 
approximately April 25, 1836. Benjamin M. Logan was the first Post- 
master. Just how long Mr. Logan served or what became of him we 


have been unable to verify. 


In 1850, there was a general store owned by Lewis Hunter and Wesley 
Parker in a frame building in the location of the present Post Office. 
Wesley Parker was the Postmaster. 


In 1864, F. M. Hughes purchased the Hunter and Parker general 
store. Then Mr. Hughes was appointed the Postmaster. In 1871 the 
frame Post Office burned and the present brick building was built. Mr. 
Hughes served until 1884. Following Mr. Hughes, Mr. Wm. Euliss was 
appointed Postmaster. He conducted business where Ward Cleaners 


are now located. 


Mr. J. C. Dobson was appointed Postmaster following Mr. Euliss. 
He conducted business and the Post Office first in the building now

occupied by Mowry Furniture Company. Later he moved to a frame 
building at the present location of the Waddell Motors. Once Mr. 
Dobson had an emergency call home, and he saw Mr. French Trucksess 
on the street and asked Mr. Trucksess to take charge of the Post Office 
until he returned. Mr. Trucksess boasts he was “Postmaster for a 
day.” 

Succeeding Mr. Dobson, Mr. Jim Hogan was appointed Postmaster. 
He conducted business in a frame building on the site where the present 
K of P Building now stands. 


Approximately in 1898 Mr. Albert Webb became Postmaster. He 
served 16 years. He was located in the room now occupied by Huffman 
and Neal. Mr. Webb operated a hotel in connection with the Post Office. 
Later he moved to the room now occupied by Robert Campbell as 


living quarters.

He was the town 
jeweler and was operating business in the present Post Office site. Mr. 
Harding then moved the Post Office across the street where it is 
now located. Mr. Harding died during his administration and was 
succeeded by his widow, Maggie L. Harding. Mrs. Harding was Post- 
master until February of 1920. An examination was conducted and Mr. 
Virgil Watson was appointed Postmaster in August 1920. 


Mr. Watson served until February 19, 1923. Mr. Roy J. Lingeman was 
made Postmaster and served until February 19, 1936. 


Ruth Huddleston was appointed Postmistress on June 19, 1936, and 


today gives each and everyone “service with a smile.”

A lot was purchased on Main Street—the “Dixie Highway”—and }

NEWSPAPERS 


The Brownsburg Record was not the first paper to be published in 
this community. Although information is meager concerning these 
earlier papers, as several were published, and after varying careers, they 
passed away and were forgotten. The tale is told of one paper which 
was established, the name of which is unknown to residents of today. 
The publisher secured a good sized subscription list, and after securing 
their cash, soon folded his tent and stole away, not without his patrons’ 
“money. 


However, the Modern Era seems to be the publication which was 
best known, established by A. S. Clements in 1881. It changed its 
heading to the Brownsburg Record, and is so known today. The paper 
had a record in 1904 “of honesty and fearlessness and through its 
columns has helped materially in making the town what it is.” In 1914 
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Virgil S. Watson was its editor and publisher. Previously, at times” 
-through the years, it was piloted by Charles A. Sedgewick, who died 
in California in 1947, Walter Burns, Carey Gaston, John R. Sheehan, 
George “Andy” Johnson, Charles A. Hughes and possibly there are_ 
others, whose names are lost in the past. Watson sold his interests to” 
George Guy Campbell in 1918. Mr. Cambpell operated the paper until | 
1936, when it was purchased by L. P. Anderson, who now operates the 
publication. It has, in the past, survived three wars, rationing, and 
shortages of help and materials. It is the hope of the management, | 
to pass it on to capable hands when the time comes, who will be able to.

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OUR SCHOOLS 


During the year 1828 or 1829, Mr. Archibald Thorne, who later became 
County Sup’t. of Schools, taught the first school in Lincoln Township. 
At the cross roads south of the Thos. Newham’s Corner, about three 
Smiles southeast of Brownsburg, the first school was conducted in the 
Baptist Church House. Shortly thereafter in 1832 a log school was 
Nerected where today is to be found, the organized school district in 
the township known as the Holloway School. Later, in order that the 
children would not have to walk over two miles to school, the so called 
“destrict schools” were organized and located at the diagonal corners of 
the mile sections. Beginning at the east, as far as can be remembered, 
rotating around Brownsburg these “destrict schools” were: Walker, 
Hunter, Newham, Turpin, Rice, Tilden, Barlow, Hughes, Holloway,

The Harris Cemetery was the first cemetery in Brownsburg and was 
located on a bluff of White Lick Creek at the West edge of town. Harris 
|Cemetery was abandoned long ago as many of the graves were washed 
Baway by the creek. 


| The Lingeman Cemetery is the oldest remaining cemetery in Browns- 
iburg, and is located in the south part of town beside the Roy Lingeman 
Iresidence. There are graves over one hundred years old. Civil War 
Nsoldiers are buried there and one soldier from the Revolutionary War. 
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Located North of Brownsburg is the Greenlawn Cemetery. The name 
“Greenlawn” was given to this cemetery because of the fact that Morton | 
Green owned the land. At the time Greenlawn was originated it was a | 
very small plot of land but has since been enlarged by small sections atl 
a time until the present. William Ellis laid out a section which was | 
surrounded with a rail fence.
